‘The Episcopal church is a beauti- 
ful structure, and is indeed an orna- 
ment to the town, and one which the 
citizens may justly feel a pride in.

LEGISLATIVE.—In the Senate yes- 
terday the principal part of the ses- 
sion was consumed in the discussion 
of the amendment of Mr. Todd, to 
the bill to amend the charter of the 
North Carolina Railroad. As wi!lbe 
seen by reference to our report of the 
Senate proceedings, the amendment 
provides that the Governor shall not 
appoint any person to the position of 
« Director, Commissioner or Mana- 
ger of said road, who has refused to 
give evidenee before a Legislative 
Committee or Court of Justice, on 
the plea of criminating himself. 

Dr. Lovediscussed the constitution- 
ality of the amendment. 

Mr. Norwood said that this point 
had not occurred to him before, and 
he would ask for further time to con- 
sider it. 

Mr. Todd favored the amendment 
on its merits, and was sustained by 
Mr. Morehead, of Guilford. 


Harriss, col., said there were sly | 


insinuations incorporated in the 
amendment that he could not under- 
stand, and he would like to know the 
intended meaning, &e. 

Dr. Worth said it was not his in- 
tention, nor did he believe that it was 
the intention of the Senate to hideits 
meaning. W. A. Smith was the man 
referred to. Upon which Harriss 
took his seat. 

Mr. Murphy was in favor of the 
amendment if put in the proper 
Shape. He thought it undignified in 
the General Assembly to use any in- 
sinuating or indirect terms. If, as 
had been said, Wm. A. Smith was 
the man the amendment proposed to 
exclude, why not come out plain- 
ly and boldly andsay so? He hoped 
that theGeneral Assembly would cast 
off its wonted custom of using sly 
inuendoes, and preserve that dignity 
that shouid Characterize it by not 
fearing to call out names when it 
Was necessary.
